Bull Sn ake Kills Rat 


In tcmperaten ess on the part of 
a Un iversity of Nebraska white 
rat cost him his life. As the story 
goes, Paul T. Gilbert, assistan t in 
the zoology d epartmen t, havin g 
become con vin ced that the un iver­ 
s ity’s 
n ewly acquired boa con - 
str ♦ tor would n ot kill an d eat the 
pretty rat which had been left in 
his cage for several d ays an d 
n ights, on e even in g d ecid ed to sep­ 
arate the twm an d placed the rat in 
an other cage con tain in g a small 
garter sn ake an d a larger bull 
sn ake. 
The n ext morn in g when he peered 
in to the cage, the bull sn ake lay 
coiled in on e corn er of the cage, 
the rat half asleep in an other, 


while over in a third corn er re­ 
posed the gn awed bon es an d skull 
of the on ce active garter sn ake. 
Murd er in the first d egree, thought 
Gilbert. 
His explan ation was that the rat 
havin g become d esperately hun gry 
after several d ay.s of fastin g with 
his frien d , the boa con strictor, d e­ 
cid ed that n ight to eat the smaller 
of the two sn akes. Thi.s he d id suc­ 
cessfully. So Gilbert left the two 
survivor.s together the n ext n ight. 
An xiously he approached the cage 
the n ext morn in g. In on e corn er 
lay the sn ake an d in the other the 
rat. But the rat was d ead . Either 
a still-gn awin g hun ger compelled 
the rat to attack the larger reptile 
or it lost all sen se of caution in 
van qui.shin g its smaller rival. At 
i an y rate the bull sn ake refused to 
be eaten alive an d probably struck 
at the rat, killin g it in stan tly, said 
Gilbert.
